The exploration of space 
—its latest manifestation 
being astronaut Gordon 
Cooper s 22-orbit excursion 
around the earth — has 
raised some profound and 
penetrating t h e o 1 o g ical 
issues. 

If intelligent beings exist 
on other plants, what is 
their relationship to God? 
Are they a “fallen” race in 
need of redemption? 

Have there been divine 
incarnations on other 
worlds than ours? Did 
another Christ visit some 
tiny star in the distant 
galaxy, Andromeda? 

Or are the denizens of 
outer space waiting for 
missionaries from earth to 
evangelize them? 

Space Theology 

For the present, these 
are merely hypothetical 
questions. But 20 or 30 or 
50 years from now. . . .? 

Out of these and similar 
questions is emerging a 
growing body of “space 
theology.” 

One conjecture by a lead¬ 
ing Christian theologian is 
that, just as Jesus brought 
God’s revelation to earth, 
similar divine incarnations 
may well be the way God 
reveals Himself on other 


planets throughout the 
whirling galaxies. 

But it probably did not 
happen any where else in 
our solar system, according 
to Dr Codder MacGregor, 
dean of the graduate school 
of religion at the University 
of Southern California. 

Like Ourselves 
Dr. MacGregor, a Pres¬ 
byterian minister, said: “It 
would not in the least 
astonish me if God had 
billions of inhabited planets 
in His other solar systems 
vet not a single other one 
in ours. 

“However, suppose that 
Venus were inhabited by 
intelligent beings and that 
the Venusians were sinners 
like ourselves and in need 
of redemption. 

“Has any provision been 
made for this 0 It might be 
that within the divine 
Providence they have been 
kept waiting for millions ot 
years to be evangelized by 
the Church on earth. 

“But it would seem more 
likely that God will have 
made provision for the 
Venusians according to 
their need. 

Only One Lord 
“Since God has an ^ved 
the world as to give lim 


whom we Christians acclaim 
as our Saviour, true God 
and true man. it would be 
neither more nor less 
astonishing to find that in 
His love He similarly pro- 
v ided Venus with a 
Saviour, true God and true 
Venusian. 

“There is but one Christ 
our Lord. But this does not 
exclude the possibility of 
there being millions of 
other divine incarnations 
throughout the innumer¬ 
able galaxies. As the love 
of God is boundless so also 
are the redemptive possi¬ 
bilities beyond this earth. 
We have certainly no rea¬ 
son to suppose we have a 
monopoly of divine re¬ 
demption.” 

What do Toronto clergy¬ 
men think about “space 
theology?” Here are some 
comments: 

Rev. John Hochban, S.J., 
dean of the faculty, Regis 
Jesuit College: 

“The whole question of 
intelligent beings on other 
planets is almost infinitely 
hypothetical. However, Dr. 
MacGregor’s speculations- 
are interesting in the 
extreme. 

“f don't find anything 
intrinsically repugnant in 
his idea of what God could 
do. But some things puzzle 
me. When Dr. MacGregor 
speaks of ‘millions of divine 


incarnations what does he 
mean? Does he mean that 
God, the Son, took upon 
himself the nature of these 
other races, as He took 
human nature upon Him¬ 
self? I find it difficult to 
see how this idea can be 
fitted into the divine plan 
of redemption.” 

Dp. John Short. SL 
George’s United Cfenrch: 

*1 agree with Dr. Mac¬ 
Gregor’s final statement: 
God would use the condi¬ 
tions of existence on other 
populated planets—if they 
are populated—to reveal 
Himself according to the 
inhabitants' capacity to re¬ 
ceive and respond to His 
revelation, tfeel sure that 
in this illimitable universe 
ours is not the only popu¬ 
lated planet.” 

Dr. W. Gordon Brown, 
Central Baptist Seminar): 

“I would take the op¬ 
posite view to Dr. Mac¬ 
Gregor: If there are intelli¬ 
gence! on other planets — 
and I have grave doubts 
about it—they would have 
to be redeemed by the work 
of one Redeemer, Jesus 
Christ.

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THEY REMADE THE PLANET MARS

Recently, SAUCERS, SPACE 4 SCI¬ 
ENCE published a story by a man who 
claimed he was carted off to Mars. 
Unfortunately the man apparently was 
unable to recover his senses after he 
got there, no doubt due to the nature 
of transportation. It appears to be 
a malady of all who so travel to the 
Red One. In that their tales are 
not lucid. 

But now, for the first time, we 
can describe what Is going on there 
without risking such detrimental 
psyche disturbances. In fact, we're 
now going to take you along on such a 
mental Journey, right here. In this 
article. 

We will also step out, courage¬ 
ously, and predict that, when the 
present Soviet Mars probe, and future 
United States Mars probes, reach that 
planet, they will confirm a great 
deal of the following. 

The title of this article seems 
an Impossibility, let alone a ludi¬ 
crous Improbability, doesn't It? But 
It Isn't. Let us not continue to 
perpetuate the error of confirming 
other Intelligences to within our 
concepts. Let us also strive to bear 
In mind that there Is no such thing 
as 'mystery'—there Is only lack of 
adequate Information. And, fortunate 
ly, there exists reams of sedulous 
data to support our title. 

Because of space, we are not go¬ 
ing to be able to present every speck 
of data, but will lean heavily upon 
your own knowledge to fill In where- 
ever pertinent. Too, we have left 
behind the technical phraseology to 
be better able to freely Interpret 
our findings. We leave It to you to 
decide whether It could be true. Per¬ 
sonally. we find ttat It Is the only 
theory (pending a better one) which 
fits known facts. If nothing else, 
we hope you find It Interesting, ent¬ 
ertaining, and hopefully, stimulating 
to your thought processes. Bearing 
In mind that ACTUALITY should hold 
sway. 

We musi go back to those fabu¬ 
lous liJbO's wnerein occurred that 
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plethora of astronomical and Fortean 
phenomena which held men spellbound , 
and confounded them, and even snatched 
away their Imaginations, and made them 
run wild through all sorts of theories 
in an attempt to explain what was hap¬ 
pening and to rationalize that which 
they could not comprehend. 

We do not care a great deal about 
those phenomenon which took place far¬ 
ther back in time, but for our purpose, 
here, we need not go into them. For we 
are not going to present theory con¬ 
cerning previous activity, but only 
that which we. In modern times, have 
witnessed. It Is time enough, when we 
become familiar in space to determine 
the truths of the past. 

Mars, Is, naturally, more readily 
obtainable for observation, and Is the 
only planet In our system which pro¬ 
vides us with such clear 'seeing' as 
far as its surface goes. Therefore, it 
is only natural that we are attracted 
to it. But in recent times, there has 
come, bit by bit, and steadily, other 
factors which compel us to study It 
long and hard. For In the sequence of 
observations, over a period of 98 years 
we discover what only can be attributed 
to a purposeful, orderly, creative 
Intelligence. 

Kepler, foremost among others, 
believed, via his penchant for rhythm 
of numbers and being something of a 
mystic, that Mars should have two moons. 
We know that Swift made use of these 
flgurings (among others) to accurately 
predict their placement. However, we 
can be certain that they were not there 
at that time. They were not there even 
In 1862. The same kind of telescope 
that was used, among other types, to 
observe the planet in that year, also 
was instrumental in discovering those 
moons in later years by Asaph Hall. 

We feel, on the basis of record, that 
we can state those moons were not 
there prior to 1865. 

It does not appear coincidental, 
upon sedulous research, that these 
moons should appear then; along with 
the appearance of the Jupiterlan Red 
Spot; the puzzling activities on Luna;

No, it indicates, quite convincingly, 
that a definite program was in effect. 

Sifting through all the known 
data up to this year, 1963, and not 
merely 'choosing' an item here and 
there to fit our theory, as many are 
wont to do, we discover a startling 
fact: Some intelligence took it up¬ 

on themselves to accomplish the im¬ 
possible — to literally remake the 
surface of Mars (at least) to suit 
their especial environmental require¬ 
ments. But before you scoff, recon¬ 
sider the fact of the building of 
such artifacts as the Pyramids; the 
Great China wall; Stonehenge, and 
the like. Men Just went ahead and 
did it. The same is true of the awe¬ 
some task presented in nucleonics or 
blotechnlos, for example. 

Starting now and working back, 
let's review a few bits of data and 
arrive at the only possible conclu¬ 
sion. 

Dr. Iosif S. Shklovsky deduced 
that at least one of the Martian 
moons, the inner one, was artificial. 
But this was considered many years 
before by others. That the moon in 
question shows every evidence of 
artificiality; that it suddenly in¬ 
creases orbital velocity with the 
beginning of spring growth, waning in 
the fall, certainly can only lead to 
the conclusion that it IS artificial; 
that it IS REGULATED and therefore 
controlled by an intelligence. 

Speculating on that, we feel 
that it is going to be found that 
this peculiar action of that moon 
will be found to have a very definite 
function necessary to the growth on 
the surface of Mars, among other as¬ 
pects; that this Increase provides 
the means whereby it can combine with 
other Incoming solar and cosmic ener¬ 
gies and forces to create artificial 
tidal effects, say, which would acc¬ 
ount for the deft conservation of the 
small water (moisture) supply, and 
therefore give evidence as to how it 
is that suddenly there appears a 
steady, encroachment of that growth 
into arid areas of such vast propor¬ 
tions, and why those so-called canali 
(actually linear series of squares or 
dots) move right along with this new 
growth. Is it logical to accept that 


this is accomplished so precisely by 
nature? Naturally not. It is ludi¬ 
crous, in face of facts, to believe that. 

To substantiate that, do not for¬ 
get the fact that these so-called canali 
DO suddenly split in two, at the equator 
becoming twins. There is a very excel¬ 
lent reason for this, since the cycle 
of growth, etc., is the reverse of that 
of earth, that is, from pole to equator, 
and is connected with the placement of 
the inner moon and its behaviour. Such 
phenomena cannot, by any reason, occur 
in natural nature. When the 'twinning' 
of those lines is repeated, precisely 
the same, all around the equator, my 
friends, then it must be done deliber¬ 
ately and artificially. It cannot be 
accidental. 

It is why these human 'travellers- 
to-Mars' have fallen flat on their ig¬ 
norance — they have not faced ACTUAL¬ 
ITY. Those in ufology, too, have not 
fully considered ALL aspects presented 
to them by the presence of the UFO, or 
the facts re Mars. It is one thing to 
merely collect, catalogue, correlate, 
analyze, etc., UFO sighting reports and 
be lost in the wonder of it all. It is 
quite another tangent to delve deeply 
into the glaring aspects (we fall, 
often, to notice the simple things, or 
that which is right in plain sight) 
of the UFO problem. It has been, for 
18 years, a grave error of ufology to 
believe that all the Air Force, or any 
civilian agency contracted to the task, 
did was merely to collect UFO reports, 
issue analyses of them, spend millions 
of dollars and expend thousands of man¬ 
hours doing only that, or allowing 
'accidental' leaks to seep through, etc. 
For they have made much better use of 
their time and available brainpower 
than Just that. They have dug deeply 
into every aspect of the UFO, and have 
come up with enormous amounts of useful 
information. Consider again the Feb. 

6, 1962 AF UFO analysis report, in 
their last paragraphs...they state that 
they do not deny the existence of ani¬ 
mal life elsewhere...though in the next 
they say they do not have evidence of 
it. Consider the Project Ozma, and 
other radio-telescope projects which 
took thousands of man-hours to prepare 
and develop, and millions of dollars 
to construct (and proposed ones too); 
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of the now statements re life In 
space being probable; of the recent 
Soviet announcement, for example 
that they will begin a search of the 
Andromeda nebula for signs of Intel¬ 
ligent life; of the puzzling finding, 
on a new Kodak emulsion plate by the 
U.S. Naval Observatory the night of 
August 22, 1924, when they trained 
their scopes on Mars, along with 
others all over the world {and with 
radio. In an attempt,during global 
radio silence to Intercept Intelli¬ 
gent 'messages'); and much, much 
more. .What should be of more Inter¬ 
est Is what evidence and data lies 
BEHIND SUCH STATEMENTS * ACTIVITY.'.'.' 

3o, we do not know how long 
these beings have been around, before 
they chose Mars, but by applying ALL 
data and observations, and by fol¬ 
lowing the sequence of events, and 
their progress, for the last 98 years 
we cannot escape the logical conclu¬ 
sion that someone has been tenacious¬ 
ly engaged In literally re-creating 
the surface features of Mars prepara¬ 
tory to colonization.

Copernicus, who lived a century 
before Galileo, had affirmed that the 
universe was spherical, and that the 
sun, not the earth. Is the center of 
our Immediate universe. The spread 
of this doctrine by Galileo caused 
consternation In theological circles 
because If It were true that the 
earth was not the 6enter of the uni¬ 
verse, as the church had taught and 
believed, then man would not be the 
principal being that he was held to 
be. He would not be perhaps the 
greatest achievement of the Divine 
and would not be the only agent to 
possess a soul, for If there were 
other celestial bodies of greater 
dimension and magnitude than the 
earth, there might also be Intelli¬ 
gences upon them far exceeding the 
abilities of man, and possibly poss¬ 
essed of greater Divine powers as 
well. 

So Galileo was ordered to appear 
before a theological council made up 
of the great dignitaries of the church 
and this resulted In their ordering 
him not to teach, not to write about 
or to support the doctrines of Coper¬ 
nicus, notwithstanding the fact that 
he could demonstrate the Copernicus 
theories with his telescope. 

As time went on, Galileo's Ideas 
had to be accepted because the facts 
became undeniable, but the church 
still did not teach the truth. If 
their followers were not Interested 
they were not encouraged to become 
Interested, Galileo's Ideas were not 
now so violently opposed because of 
scientific backing. In other words, 
on the surface and for all Intents 
and purposes, the church had changed 
their former stand, yet underneath 
It all, their opinions had not changed 
at all.

40,000,000 pound rocket proposed 


By Dr. I. M. Levitt 

Tht Fels Planetarium 
Of The Fraklin Institute 

A fantastic proposal to in¬ 
crease orbital payloads by a 
whole order of magnitude has 
been made by Robert C. 
Truax, a pioneer rocket ex¬ 
pert now with the Aerojet- 
General Corporation. Captain 
Truax visualizes vehicles with 
a launching weight in excess 
)f 40,000,000 pounds capable 
of placing from 1 to lVz mill¬ 
ion pounds of payload in a 
300 - mile orbit ! Only with a 
payload Of this type does he 
believe the U.S. can fulfill 
its aspirations to explore the 
moon and then leave for trips 
through the outer reaches of 
interplanetary space. Only in 
this way can America profit 
From the $40 billion invest¬ 
ment to put a man on the 
moon. 

Captain Truax indicates 
that any mission involving a 
large number of men sent into 
space for extended periods 
must have continuous logistic 
support, and that it is eco¬ 
nomically unfeasible to fur¬ 
nish this support today with 
payloads costing on the order 
of $1,000 per pound. Even if 
this cost were cut to $50 a 
pound it is still an expensive 
and almo*l prohibitive under¬ 
taking. 

To get around the limita¬ 
tions placed on space explor¬ 
ation by the inordinately high 


logistics cost, he would de¬ 
velop a new type of rugged 
launch vehicle which could 
be used again and again, per¬ 
haps 100 times. This would 
be accomplished by making 
the vehicles larger, simpler 
and reusable. In this fashion 
the cost of the hardware 
would be reduced to the point 
where it would be no more 
expensive than the propel¬ 
lants used in the vehicle. 

Small by some standards 

The vehicle system he pro¬ 
poses is the Sea Dragon. This 
is a two-stage vehicle which, 
if erected on land would 
stand 500 feet high and have 
a diameter of 75 feet. While 
this appears of gigantic size 
when compared with our Sat¬ 
urn C-5, which is but 350 feet 
high and only 33 feet in 
diameter, he points out that 
by shipbuilding standards the 
Sea Dragon is really small. 
He also proposes that it be 
handled just like a ship. 

After the construction and 
completion of each stage it 
would be towed out of dry- 
dock to the assembly and 

checkout lagoon at Cape 
Canaveral. At dockside the 
stages would be mated, the 
first fueled with kerosene and 
the second stage fueled with 
liquid hydrogen. The assem¬ 
bled rocket would then be 
towed several miles off shore 
and the oxydizer — liquid 
oxygen — would be taken 


aboard. When completely fu¬ 
eled, the Sea Dragon would 
float on its side half-submerg¬ 
ed. This would make it high¬ 
ly accessible for m ainten- 
ance. When erected in the wa¬ 
ter it would be two-t h i r d s 
submerged. The completed 
vehicle would then be towed 
to the launch site some 37 
miles from Cape Canaveral 
where it would be erected 
and fired out of the water. 

At launch the gargantuan 
single engine of the first 
stage, with a nozzle 75 feet 
in diameter, would fire to lift 
it out of the ocean and con¬ 
tinue firing until the propel¬ 
lants are consumed. It would 
achieve a speed of about 
7,000 feet per second and it 
is at this speed that the first 
stage would re-enter the at¬ 
mosphere. It would use high 
drag devices to slow it. down 
so that it would impact the 
water with a speed of about 
450 miles per hour. If a 
parachute were used, it is 
possible to cut the speed to 
less than half of that if nec¬ 
essary. 

The second stage would 
then fire and, when the pro¬ 
pellants had been exhausted, 
the second stage will have 
achieved orbHal velocity at 
an altitude of 300 mi^es. Af¬ 
ter discharging its cargo, re¬ 
tro-rockets would fire to bring 
the second stage back into the

atmospnere ana, by a judic¬ 
ious choice of firing times, 
it could land near the launch¬ 
ing site. Both stages would 
now be towed to the drydock 
for refurbishing. Thus the 
Sea Dragon concept could 
continuously place from five 
to seven times the payload of 

the Saturn C-5 in orbit." 

Won’t wear out 

Captain Truax points out 
that the merit of this pro¬ 
posal is that the stages will 
not wear out, nor will they 
deteriorate in the corrosive 
salt water. The reason is that 
the material of which the. ve¬ 
hicle is built is extremely 
rugged. In thickness, the shell 
will vary from one-half inch 
to six inches depending on 
the stage material and de¬ 
sign. The assembled vehicle 
will definitely not be fragile 
and can ride out any storm 
which the towing vessels can 
survive. When the stages fall 
into the sea there will be little 
delicate equipment aboard 
which can corrode or be de¬ 
stroyed. A coat of paint will 
protect the metal of the shell 
and the nozzle may be made 
of a salt water resistant ma¬ 
terial — perhaps stainless 
steel. Thus he expects the 
stages to be used at least 
100 times, and the only rea¬ 
son this limit has been set is 
because of the drop in relia¬ 
bility — not because of wear. 

The Sea Dragon concept can 
be justified on economic 
grounds. It will have but a 
single engine in each stage. 
The propellants will be pres¬ 
sure-fed to the engine, thus 
eliminating the complex 
pumping systems with their 
intricate pumping mechan¬ 
isms. This means the system 
will be one of great simp¬ 
licity with little chance for 
malfunction. 

All of the answers are not 
yet available, for engineers 
and scientists are aware of 
the difficult problems involv¬ 
ed in a scaling-up operation. 
Yet this system has so much 
merit that a detailed study 
should be made and the con¬ 
cept should be thoroughly ex¬ 
plored, for it may well prove 
to be the vehicle of the fu¬ 
ture. 

Today we desperately need 
the ability to place large 
payloads in orbit. Here is one 
method by which this objec¬ 
tive may be achieved. 







Can We Communicate 
With Distant Planets? 


Our there, somewhere, are beings we soon may 
be talking to Here is a scientist's view of h o w 
our future communications across space will work . 
The author is a professor of physics at De Paul 
university and Chicago TV educator. 


We are on the threshold of 
an exciting breakthrough in 
space. We are almost ready 
for space conversation. In a 
few short earth years we will 
be ready to take part in some 
two-way exchanges with our 
stellar neighbors. 

“But if there are beings on 
a planet in some other solar 
system” you might ask, “why 
don't they come here?” Very 
good. But would you set out 
on a journey that might take 
5,000 years on the premise 
that the star you’re shooting 
for might have an inhabited 
planet near it? 

What, then, would these be¬ 
ings do? 

They would try to commun¬ 
icate with other solar systems. 
And if beings on some planet 
received a reply from a plan¬ 
et in some other solar sys¬ 
tem. the two would be in 
business. 

After a long and thorough 
exchange that would bring 
comprehension of the nature 
of each other’s society, a jour¬ 
ney might indeed be under¬ 
taken. 

★ ★ ★ 

IF WE COULD communi¬ 
cate by television, we'd learn 
the language of beings on an¬ 
other planet in hardly any 
time at all. Actually, isn’t that 
the way we learn a language? 
We SEE an object an4 . we 
hear the sounds which de¬ 
scribe it. It is, however, most 
difficult to transmit television 
to an unknown civiliza¬ 
tion. Would “They,” for In- 
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stance, have the same scan-' 
ning circuits? Hardly. t 

Radio signals are more eas-1 
ily transmitted and received,' 
and these already have been 
sent from earth to Mars and 
to Venus. Yet this distance 1s 
relatively short, for planets 
belonging to one son are rel¬ 
atively close to eacfi other. 

Mars, in certain portions of 
Its orbit, is only about 34 mil¬ 
lion miles away from us. Ven¬ 
us is yet closer, on occasion 
being only about 26 million j 
miles distant. It is true that 
Pluto, our farthest sky neigh¬ 
bor, is some 3.6 billion miles 
away. Yet even Pluto is in our 
“back yard,” when we begin 
to compare its location with 
that of planets belonging to 
other suns. 

It is about 25 trillion miles 
to the nearest other possible 
sun or star. Thus, we have 
the ratio 25,000,000,000,000 to 
3,600,000,000, which is about 
7,000 to 1. For this reason, it 
is not easy to make a drawing 
of our sun with its family 
showing other suns. The scale 
is too restricted. That is, if we 
aie required to snow our sol¬ 
ar system with its nearest 
star. Note that, if we draw 
Pluto at about 1 inch from 
earth, we should draw the 
nearest star at 7,000 inches, 
pr about 583 feet from earth! 

NOW LET US SKETCH our 
sun with the star A, and stars 
B, C, and D and billions of 
others much closer together. 

The farthest galaxies de¬ 
tectable by present radio tele- 
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scopes are so far away that 
their light takes several bil¬ 
lion years to reach us. 

The distance N between gal¬ 
axies is so great that it takes 
light about 1,600,000 years to 
travel from our galaxy to the 
Andromeda galaxy. Therefore, 

the distance is about 9,600,- 
000,000.000,000.000 miles, be¬ 
cause light, traveling at 186,- 
000 miles per second, goes 
about 6,000,000,000,000 miles 
in one year. This distance, 6 
trillion miles, is called one 
light year. 

★ ★ ★ 

EARTHLINGS CANNOT 
even at present send techni¬ 
cally intricate messages to the 
planets of the stars nearest 
to earth. To the earth’s own 
planets, yes, for the farthest, 


Pluto, as we have said, is 
only about 3.6 billion miles 
away. The nearest star, or 
sun, with its family, is about 
25 trillion miles away. 

Natifrally, the sending of 
TV images is a far more dif¬ 
ficult task than the sending 
of a single broken - up radio 
signal or “modulated” fre¬ 
quency. TV broadcasting 
across vast distances can be 
accomplished by the use* of 
j cruising relay satellites — and 
| not only those close to earth, 
I but even those far out in 
space. Already there is a de- 
j sign for a satellite called the 
Heliodyne, able to wander 
i* wherever it may be sent, un- 
uonfined by a mere elliptical 
orbit. 

Such free wanderers, then, 
could constitute amplification 
and relay stations for the 
jockeying of TV pictures not 
only between the planets of a 
solar system, but also be¬ 
tween two or more solar SyS- 

tOIfi.S. 

Even now, from the depths 
I of space, earthlings can re¬ 
ceive simple signals. Radio 
telescopes have received elec¬ 
trical waves from stars, from 
dark space regions, and from 
whole galaxies or vast collec¬ 
tions of stars as far distant as 
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6 billion light years — a dis¬ 
tance of 6,000,000,000 times 6,- 
000,000,000,000 or 36,000,000,- 
JXX),000,000,000,000 miles. 

IF WE SIMPLY SCAN the 
aty, ttt*>aignak that we re¬ 
ceive are. in general, a com¬ 
posite radio-wave Jumble pro- 
dtyceg. by flaring stars, excit¬ 
ed apac e gases, and colliding 
galaxies. 

What we need to do is to 
eliminate such space static 
and focus our attention upon 
a region near some single 
star, in the hope that the star 
or sun may have a planet 
with beings who could send 
powerful messages — and 
would in fact be sending them 
— toward us. 

And this we are doing. We 
have begun to'turn our radio 
telescopes toward the nearby 
stars that resemble our sun 
and therefore may have plan¬ 
ets inhabited by intelligent 
beings. The initial endeavor, 
Project Ozma, was a listening 
search that lasted two months. 
No intelligent signals were re¬ 
ceived. Other efforts, some¬ 
day, may be successful. 

★ ★ ★ 

IF THEBE ARE Intelligent 
beings in nearby solar sys¬ 
tems, what kinds of simple in¬ 
troductory signals might they 
send? After all, sending pic¬ 
tures across trillions of miles 
presupposes mastery of a 
very advanced technique. 
Clearly, it takes far, far less 
power and engineering skill 
to send a Morse code type of 
signal than to send TV or ra¬ 
dio still pictures. Moreover, 
the sending of pictures would 
imply that the receiving plan¬ 
et would have intricate equip¬ 
ment ready with the proper 
circuitry to receive the pic¬ 
tures and reconstruct them. 
Yet, it all could happen. 

It is, however, more sen¬ 
sible to start in the most ele¬ 
mentary fashion, building up 
two - way communication bet¬ 
ween the two planets, then 
letting each inform the other 
of the technical details regard¬ 
ing the picture sending and 
receiving techniques. 

An elementary, introduct¬ 
ory contact might be one con¬ 
sisting of electrical pulses. 
First would come a batch of 
one pulse alone, then would 
follow two in close sequence, 
then three in close sequence 

Could such pulses of elec¬ 
trical energy be accidental if 
they ranged, let us say, from 
1 to 100? Not likely. Would 
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such a contact, then, be suit¬ 
able for our purpose? It. 
would. Perhaps many solar 
systems have planets sending 
out such elementary contact- 
establishing pulses right now. 

And what would you think 
if you received this set of 
pulses: three in close se¬ 
quence, then four, then five? 
Later a group of six, followed 
by a group of eight, and this 
by a group of ten? And then 
pulses that by your count you 
would find to be gfrbiiped in 
this way: 9-12-15; 12-16-20. .. . 
★ ★ ★ 

TO THE MATHEMATI¬ 
CALLY - minded person on* 
earth, these pulses could sug¬ 
gest sides of right - angle 
triangles. 

The 3-4-5 relationship of 
right - angle triangles means 
something very special to us. 
We would realize at once that 
“They” knew that if we had 
such triangles, there is the in¬ 
evitable and exciting conclu¬ 
sion that if we make squares 
of 3 by 3, 4 by 4, and 5 by 5, 
then the areas of the first 
two squares together add up 
to the area of the third 
square. 

And in fact, any such 
multiple of 3 - 4 - 5 will fill the 
bill. And there are other com¬ 
binations. 

What would we think if such 
pulse combinations (not num¬ 
bers themselves, as yet) as 3- 
4-5, 6-8-10, and 9-12-15 came 
in? 

' We would shout for joy. 

Wc are searching space. We 
arc listening, now. 


Supposing that millions if 
not billions of years ago 
“They” began sending pulses 
toward our star in the hope 
that this sun might have cir¬ 
culating planets with intelli¬ 
gent life. Supposing that for 
ages and ages They kept on 
trying us out and there con¬ 
tinued to be no response. 
They would naturally try elpe- 
where, wouldn't they? 
Wouldn't you? 

A fraction of a cosmic sec¬ 
ond ago, Heinrich Hertz (1857- 
94) discovered electrical 
waves and Guglielmo Mar-, 
coni (1874 - 1937) made them 
into radio. We have barely 
entered the age of radio com¬ 
munication.
